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» Archdiocese settles 
with L.A. teachers 
but will fight union 


LOS ANGELES (NC)—The Los Angeles 
archdiocese-has agreed to pay more than $12,000 
to five lay teachers allegedly fired for union 
activities, rehire them and four others, and post 
pledging not to interfere with organizing 
efforts. 


The agreement was reached late last month 
between the archdiocese and the United Catholic 
Secondary Teachers Association, an affiliate of the 
American Federation of Teachers, which won a 
National Labor Relations Board (NLRB) election in 
May. 

MEANWHILE, the NLRB has ruled that it will 
not review a decision handed down by its Chicago 
regional board ordering union representation 
elections for lay teachers in the Gary, Ind., 
diocese. 


[For an analysis of the increasing push across 
the nation for the unionization of lay teachers in 
Catholic schools, see the two-part article 
beginning this week on page 4.] 

Under the agreement in Los Angeles, roughly 
equivalent to an out-of-court settlement, the 
archdiocese did not admit to labor law violations. 
Rather, it promised not to engage in certain 
conduct in return for the withdrawal of unfair labor 
practice charges filed by the union. 


However, the archdiocese is refusing to bargain 

with the union, sanctioned by the lay teachers in 

, May elections, in order to press a court test of 

- what it calls unconstitutional government en- 

tanglement in religion resulting from NLRB 
jurisdiction. in the matter. 


CHARGES AGAINST the archdiocese stemmed 
from union complaints that nine teachers were 
fired for union activities. The archdiocese agreed 
to give five of them more than $12,000 in back 
wages and to rehire all of them. 


It also agreed to post notices in two high schools 
pledging that teachers will not be interrogated 
about their union activities, be threatened with 
discharge or refusal to renew their contracts if 
they support. a union. 


The archdiocese also pledged not to threaten to 
close schools because of unionization efforts, spy 
on union activities or ‘‘in any other manner 
interfere with, restrain or coerce employes in 
exercise of their rights guaranteed by law’’. 


IN REFUSING to review the decision of the 
Chicago regional board, the NLRB cleared the way 
for fall elections in which some 400 lay teachers in 
48 schools will decide whether or not to accept the 
Lay Teachers Federation as their bargaining agent 
in the Gary diocese. 

In a telegram to Gary diocesan attorney William 
J. O’Connor, the NLRB said the diocese’s request 
for review was rejected because it raised no 

_ Substantial issues. 
_ The diocese had argued before the NLRB and a 
U.S. District Court that NLRB jurisdiction over 
Catholic schools is unconstitutional governmental 
entanglement in religion. 

THE GARY DIOCESE said the NLRB decision 
places in ‘‘serious jeopardy the practice of our 
faith in these United States.”’ 

“While the decision was expected by diocesan 
officials, it will not be accepted by them. The 
diocese will continue to strive for a determination 
of the basic constitutional issue by a court of law,”’ 
O’Connor said.

Papal pilots must steer a Latin course” 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—It may not be the only heliport ever 
built over a tennis court, but it is almost certainly the world’s 
only landing field whose signpost is written in Latin. 

In recent years, the Pope and world leaders have landed on 
a retired tennis court atop the hill to the rear of St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 

NOW THEIR helicopters will touch down on an oblong 
cement platform—called the ‘‘Helicopterorum portus’— 
which fits international security regulations. 

Finding even enough space for a heliport in the world’s 
smallest state was a tough job, and it was accomplished with 
the help of Italian military designers. 

The heliport is located near the tower of St. John, which 
was fitted out as a guesthouse by the late Pope John XXIII. 


THOUGH HELICOPTER travel over small distances may 
sound like a regal luxury, it is more like a necessity for the 
Pope and his high-level visitors. 


When the Pope travels by car the 14 miles from Vatican 
City to his summer home, Castelgandolfo, in the Alban Hills,

a major traffic artery has to be cleared for his motorcade—no 
small feat, given Rome’s chaotic traffic situation. A helicopter. 
eases the trip for everybody. 


With the mobilization of extremist political groups 
epresenting all shades of the political spectrum, the world’s 
top leaders often take great risks traveling by car through 
Rome, so they, too, often fly to the Vatican. 


THE NEW HELIPORT is equipped with modern signals 
and lighting. In 1967, when President Lyndon B. Johnson 
visited the Pope, American officials were worried about the 
safety of landing the presidential helicopter on the tennis 
court in the evening without proper lighting. But the landing 
went off without incident. 


Near the heliport stands a Latin inscription: Quo aptium 
atque commodius in Civitate Vaticana commeatus rationibus 
prospiceret Paulus VI Pontifex Maximus hunc helicopterorum 
portum aperidendum instruendumque curavit. (To provide 
for more fitting and comfortable travel in the Vatican State, 
Paul VI, Supreme Pontiff, directed the building and opening 
of this heliport.) 


Fray Junipero Serra still makes news 


HILLSBOROUGH, Calif. (NC)—A statue of missionary- 
explorer, Franciscan Father Junipero Serra, which has beén 
under construction since last summer, was formally dedicated 
at the Crystal Springs Reststop on Interstate Route 280 near 
here. 

The 22-foot tall statue is the work of sculptor Louis DuBois, 
who at his own expense built the monument to the founder of 
the California missions. (See photo page 8) ; 

DuBois, a long-time admirer of Father Serra, built the steel 
reinforced ferro-cement statue for the San Mateo County 
Historical Association, with the cooperation of the California 
Department of Transportation. 

IN A RELATED matter, the San Diego Union reported that 
Mexican historians believe they have located a Spanish ship 


lost two centuries ago en route to supply Father Serra at 
Mission San Diego. 


Michael Mathes, curator of the historical archives of Baja 
California Sur in La Paz, said Mexican shrimp fishermen 
dredged up an ancient bronze bell last January from a 
shipwreck on the floor of the Gulf of California, 500 miles 
southeast of San Diego and 200 miles north of La Paz. 


“Our research now shows the bell matched descriptions of 
three put aboard the San Jose in 1769 (at Loreto—a mission 
site in Peru) to be taken to San Diego with provisions for 
Father Serra’s mission there,’’ Mathes told the newspaper. 

MATHES SAID the bell found by the fishermen is a typical 
18th century mission bell, weighing about 150 pounds and 
bearing the inscription ‘‘San Augustin” on its side.

This Sunday, July 18, Mission San Diego 
de Alcala will achieve a special status 
enjoyed by only a handful of other churches 
in the United States. : 


At a special noon Mass, Bishop Leo T. 

Maher will read the papal documents 

_ Officially proclaiming the mission a minor 
basilica. 


THE READING will make the mission the 
23rd basilica in the United States, and the 
third in California, after Mission Dolores in 
San Francisco and San Carlos in Carmel 
where Padre Junipero Serra is buried. With 
its designation Mission San Diego joins such 
famous shrines as Lourdes and Fatima. 

Basilicas are churches with particular 
importance or antiquity. They are con- 
sidered ‘‘patriarchal’’ because they pertain 
to the Pope in a special way. With the title of 
basilica a church assumes special privileges 
and duties. 

As a basilica, Mission San Diego will have 
to place particular emphasis on religious 
education through special courses and 
conferences. Special attention is to be given 
the teachings of the Pope. 

MASSES ON the feast of the Chair of 
Peter, Feb. 22; the feast of Sts. Peter and 
Paul, June 29; and the anniversary of Pope 
Paul’s elevation to the papacy, June 30; are

to be celebrated ‘‘with particular solemnity 
in the basilica itself’. 


Also, according to the Vatican’s Sacred 
Congregation of Rites, ‘‘as opportunity 
provides, but especially on the feast days”’ 
one or two Masses at the basilica should be 


celebrated in Latin according to the new- 


order of the Mass. 


THE CONGREGATION also‘requires that 
the insignia of the Pope or of the apostolic 
see should be displayed at the front of the 
basilica. 

Catholics visiting the basilica of the feast 
of Sts. Peter and Paul, June 29; the feast of 
St. Didacus, patron of the mission, Nov. 13; 
the dedication of St. Mary of Portiuncula, 
Aug. 2; and one day chosen at will during 
the year can gain a plenary indulgence. 

Also the Creed, mandated for Sunday and 
feast day Masses, may be said in Masses at 
the basilica in which some pilgrimage or a 
large group of people participate. 

THE CEREMONY at which Bishop Maher 
will read the documents proclaiming the 
mission a basilica will also include the 
blessing of the papal umbrella to be used on 
the occasion of a papal visit and the small 
bell to be rung in announcement of the papal 
visit.

When income tax time rolls around again 
next year, the diocese will have to file a 
return just as the rest of us do. ‘‘And we will 
probably have to pay. some _ taxes,” 
according to Father John Quinn, assistant 
chancellor. 


Changes in the Internal Revenue Code 
regarding ‘‘unrelated business taxable 
income of tax-exempt organizations” will, 
for the first time, make some sources of 
diocesan revenue subject to income tax, 
according to Father Quinn, basing his 
statement on an opinion prepared for the 
diocese by attorney O’Neill P. Martin. 


UNDER THE code, major sources of 
diocesan income, collection plate and 
Stewardship revenues, will not be subject to 
taxation because they represent ‘‘income 
from performance of exempt functions.”’ 


But some sources of income, notably the 
advertising revenue of the Southern Cross, 
can be taxed. The paper’s circulation 


revenue, in Martin’s opinion, will be 
tax-exempt. 
According to the IRC, other income 


subject to taxation is revenue generated by: 

—Business carried on regularly that is not 
related to the exempt organization’s 
function; 

—Sale of ads in an annual yearbook, such 
as the diocesan directory published by SC; 

—Rental of personal property if that 
income is substantial (10 per cent) of total 
income from all rental property; 

—And all rentals if 50 per cent of the 
income is from personal property or if the 
rental fee is based on profit. 

Father Quinn noted, however, that only 
the yearbook and SC ad revenue sections 
would apply in the case of our diocese. 


Another source of income that might be

taxable is the revenue earned by selling 
advertising space in parish bulletins. In the 
attorney’s opinion, though, taxes owed 
would probably be canceled out by 
deductions for expenses. 

Father Quinn said IRC provisions exclude 
several income sources from taxation. 
Among these are: 


—Sale of ads in the University of San 
Diego student newspapers or books in the 
USD book ‘store; 


—Profits -of hospital pharmacies, 
stores, cafeterias or parking lots; 


—Catholic cemetery revenue: 
—Sales of religious articles; 
—Bingo; 

—St. Vincent de Paul stores; 


—Revenue from vending machines, snack 
bars, etc.; ; : 


gift » 


—Income from rents, dividends and 
interest. 


Because the diocese is a corporation sole, 
in other words all its institutions, parishes 
and property are owned by the bishop, only 
one return will have to be filed, Father 
Quinn explained. : 


But why are traditionally ) tax-exempt 
organizations, particularly religious ones, 
now held subject to taxation? 


“MANY PEOPLE feel that such organiza- 
tions should pay taxes, and now that attitude 
is being reflected in the federal govern- 
ment,’’ Father Quinn said. 


“Unfortunately, there has recently. been 
much scandal surrounding the fund-raising 
activities of some tax-exempt organizations, 
and it has given strength to the cries for their 
taxation,’’ he continued. : 


And finally, he said, ‘“‘the government is 
searching for alternate sources of revenue to 
feed the tax structure.”

Cardinal pays surprise visit

Cardinal Rosales heads the 
Cebu archdiocese in The 
Philippines where more than- 
32 million Catholics live on 
more than 7,000 Pacific 
islands. 

Although the cardinal’s 
visit was announced only last 
Friday evening, less than 24 
hours before he arrived in 
San Diego, there was still 
time to arrange several 
public celebrations. 


FOR MSGR. Rudolph Ga- 
linda, who hosted Cardinal 
Rosales, the visit was some- 
thing of a ‘“‘baptism under 
fire’? as new rector of St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral, a post 
he has held only since July 1. 

The cardinal arrived July 
10 and a reception was held 
for him at the Grant hotel 
where he was greeted by Vic 
Occinao, president of the 
Council of Pilipino-American 
Organizations, and by Msgr. 
Galindo on behalf of Bishop 
Leo T. Maher and the 
diocese. 

Then, last Sunday, Car- 
dinal Rosales was principal 
celebrant at a special Mass at 
the cathedral’ which was, 
Msgr. Galindo noted, jam- 
med. with nearly 1,000 
people. 


Concelebrating were the 
cardinal’s aides, Bishop Epi- 
phanio Surban and Bishop 
Mario “Alnario and Msgr. 
Galindo. Music was provided 
by the Filipino choir from 
Precious Blood parish, Chula 
Vista. 


FOLLOWING the Mass, 
the Filipino community at 
Our Lady of Angels parish, 
San Diego, hosted another 
reception for the cardinal. 


Discussing the Church in 
the Philippines, Cardinal 
Rosales said there is no 
shortage of vocations, but 
there is a lack of seminaries 
and colleges to train young 
people. ‘‘And he explained 
that the Church is strong, 
noting that many of his 
people are still very conser- 
ative,’ Msgr.

In support of tradition 


The authentic teaching of the Church is one 
of the strong points of modern culture and of 
the ecumenical discussions of our times.

Catholic teacher unions, the pot boils 


The unionization of lay teachers in the Los 
Angeles archdiocesan school system, and_ in 
diocesan schools across the nation, is an issue 
In the first of two 
articles, Cliff Foster of NC News Service discusses 
the history and impact of unionization in Catholic 
Next week he will deal with the 
government factor in the controversy. 


- At the end of June, the U.S. bishops’ committee 
on education considered in closed session what may 
be the most important issue to face it since federal 
aid to nonpublic education: the unionization of lay 
teachers in Catholic schools. The problem has 
simmered on the back burner for years, but is just 
now threatening to boil over. 

Recent efforts to organize lay teachers in Gary 
and Fort Wayne, Ind., Pittsburgh, Philadelphia and 
Los Angeles have met resistance from diocesan 
officials. They resent government supervised 
elections as well as the affiliation of some locals 
with the American Federation of Teachers (AFT). 


THE LATEST legal challenge to a union was 
announced by Sharp Whitmore, Los Angeles 
archdiocesan attorney. In a letter to the United 
Catholic Secondary Teachers Association, an AFT 
affiliate chosen in an election conducted by the 
National Labor Relations Board (NLRB), Whitmore 
said the archdiocese would refuse to bargain in 
order to challenge the NLRB’s jurisdiction. 

“The issue here is not whether the Church 
believes in social justice and collective bargain- 
ing,’’ he maintained, ‘‘but whether it will survive 
as an institution free of government intrusion and 
interference in its intimate and internal opera- 
tions.’’ 


IN MOST places, the traditional power 
relationship between lay teachers and administra- 
tors is maintained: the National Catholic 
Educational Association (NCEA) reported in 1973 
that 120 of the 145 dioceses polled had no teachers 
associations or unions. 

Most lay teacher unions evolved from profession- 
al associations established to bring teachers and 
administrators together for informal talks about 
salaries and working conditions, according to the 
NCEA. In time, several of these groups evolved 
into unions and either affiliated with the AFT or, as 
was more often the case, remained independent. 


This scenario was followed by the Community | 


Alliance for Teachers of Catholic High Schools 
(CATCH), a union representing 90 lay teachers.in 
five high schools in the Fort Wayne-South Bend 
diocese. 

“IN THE PAST,” said John Junk, CATCH 
president, ‘‘they (the associations) reached a 
certain point when the diocese said, ‘Hey, either 
you back down or we’ll close the schools,’ and the 
teachers, not wanting to be out on the job market, 
said, ‘Okay. (alia 

“But now, with the NLRA (the National Labor 
Relations Act), threatening to close the schools is 
against the law.” 

Unionization caught on in Catholic schools in. the 
mid-1960s, when the shift. from Religious teachers 
to lay teachers began in earnest and when public 
school teachers’ militancy was on the rise. From 


1967 to 1974, according to the NCEA, the number 
of lay teachers in Catholic schools increased from 
58,829 to 90,306. In 1970, lay teachers for the first 
time exceeded Religious teachers and _ today 
represent a little over 63 per. cent of the full time 
teaching staff in the nation’s Catholic schools. 


THE MAJORITY of teachers in Catholic schools 


today are still non-union, however. Of the some’ 


94,000 lay teachers employed in the 1975-1976 
school year, only about 4,800 belong to a union, 
although more than 8,000 are covered by union 
contracts. 

At the center of a controversy now brewing in a 
number of dioceses over the unionization of lay 
teachers in Catholic schools is Albert Shanker, 48, 
head of what some say is the most influential 
teachers’ union in the nation. 


President of the 450,000-member . American 


Federation of Teachers. and head of its 


60,000-member New York City local, Shanker has 
been described as a ‘‘brilliant and audacious 
strategist,’’ and mentioned as a possible successor 
to George Meany as head of the AFL-CIO. 


CRITICS POINT out a seeming contradiction: 
Shanker is party to a suit challenging the 
constitutionality of a major federal aid program for 
nonpublic schools, yet he guides a union that 
represents. 2,600 Catholic lay teachers, of the total 
of 4,800 who are unionized. 

_Affiliating with the AFT usually means two 
things: financial help in meeting legal challenges 
from Church officials and heavy criticism for 
associating with a union thought to be pro-abortion 
and against aid to nonpublic education. 

When the Los Angeles archdiocese refused to 
bargain with an AFT affiliate, attorney Sharp 
Whitmore said it would be inappropriate to accept 
‘‘a union which has openly declared its hostility to 
Catholic moral principles in the area of abortion and 
contraception and which seeks even now to deprive 
students 
Catholic schools of the special 
educational aids which have been granted them in 
the past.’’ 


’ WHITMORE WAS apparently 
Shanker’s involvement in the suit seeking an end to 
federal aid for remedial education for nonpublic 
school pupils and a 1972 resolution passed by the 
AFT convention supporting the dissemination of 
‘recognized abortion, birth control and venereal 
disease prevention information to the’ student 
population of our secondary schools.’’ 

Since 1964, the AFT has opposed at least two 
proposals aimed at aiding nonpublic schools: 


In 1972, it testified in Congress against tax 
credits to parents whose children attend private 
schools. In 1974, it and other public school groups 
opposed an amendment. to the Elementary and 


Secondary Education Act that would. have allowed . 


the direct allocation of Title | funds to nonpublic 
schools.

WE HAVE become fragmented, 
torn apart by conflicts and antagon- 
isms, by envies and self-interest— and 
our world reflects us. In_ this 
fragmentation, this disintegration, 
evil finds its identity. 


We have an urgent need to come to 
oneness, to wholeness—in self-pre- 
servation if nothing else, and for 
preservation of our world. We have a 
driving obligation to draw ourselves 
together, so that our families, our 
communities, our society may also 
come together in harmony = and 
integrity. 


But there i is a blind stubbornness, a 


thoughtless panic that makes us resist 
change or difference, or any alteration 
in the order—or lack of order—to 
which we have become accustomed. 
We are afraid to risk ourselves and in 
fear, lose the freedom that is ours by 
right, and the personal internal 
that is ours by design. 


IT IS NOT a rational choice, and, as 
Patrick Kerans says in Sinful Social 
Structures, ‘‘evil’is irrational, rooted 
in irrationality. It makes no sense to 
choose fragmentation, chaos and the 
eventual destruction of. one’s being 
over coherence, integration and the 
eventual. fullness of one’s being.’’ 
But, senseless as it is, this is what we 
do. 


When we elect to remain rent apart 
by bad will, bad faith and the desire to 
give injury of one kind or another, we 
are opting for evil—for nothingness — 
against good and the fullness of 
humanity. 


It is cliche in discussions of this kind 
to point to the maxim ‘‘Hate the sin, 
love the sinner,’’ as a rationale’ for 
anger and the yen to punish. But we 


_. -are.seldom honest. enough. to. differ- 


entiate between our hatreds. 


PERHAPS THERE would be more 
success translating the sentiment 
“Forgive the sin, forgive the sinner.’ 
if we are to encounter and vanquish 
evil, we must first of all, bring 
ourselves to forgiveness. 


We are a people formed in the 
image of God. {t is our nature to 
forgive, as it is his. When we deny 
forgiveness, we deny our nature and 
begin the whole structure of guilt and 
defensiveness, of rationalization and 
self-pity, of attempting to justify what 
is without justification. 

It'is tragic to see personalities warp 
and disintegrate under an obstinate 
refusal to forgive, a refusal to be 
generous and to continue to love. 
Human relationships founder again 
and again on the reef of implacability. 
Broken marriages are monuments to 
an adamant abjuration of forgiveness. 


WHEN WE perceive its effects 
within ourselves, we do not need to 
wonder at the prevalence of evil-in the 
world. When we allow ourselves the 
fatal indulgences of personal frustra- 
tion and self-pity, we need no longer 


marvel at the incidence of crime. For __ 


these denials of our authentic nature 


drive us to selt-punishing anger, and 
anger leads to violence. 


That the anger is self-induced and 
the violence of our own_ volition 
seldom penetrates our level of 
consciousness, so that. we. become 


more and more prey to a sense of . 


helplessness, of impotence. 

Forgiveness is the greatest healing 
therapy there is. It liberates and 
reconciles not only the forgiven but 
the one who forgives. It enables them 
both to discern the action of God 
within themselves and. glimpse his 
image in one another. 


THERE IS freedom and fulfillment 
in forgiving. It cleanses and renews, it 
purifies and beautifies. When we 
permit ourselves to forgive others and 
ourselves, we permit our spirit to rise 
uninhibited to new heights of cogni- 
tion and compassion. 


Only as a forgiving people may we 
come to truly know the peace of Christ 
and appreciate the unfailing forgive- 
ness of God. Only as a forgiving 
people may we join that heralding 
chorus and sing with understanding, 


“Glory to God in the highest and on — 
‘earth, peace to men of goodwill.’”

Scolding May Mean Caring 


Most of us can take 
correction if we know 
that we are loved

Scolding is funny business. It can be a 
proof of love or an outlet for frustration. 
Most of us who are either parents. or 
educators have scolded.. We have been 
scolded. Whatever the motive for that 
scolding it has often been justified by the 
expression, ‘‘But, I’m doing it for your own 
good.”’ 


I recall a few years ago going to see San 
Francisco with my Uncle Charley, an Irish 
sea captain who was a native of that city. We 
toured a whole day and then decided to stop 
to eat. Where we stopped was near an adult 
movie theatre, a setting surely not unlike 
that which Paul roundly scolded in Corinth. 


I WAS NOT sure what was happening 
when I heard Charley scolding the 
scantily-clad girls who were inviting 
customers into their place of business. 
Words like ‘‘too good to do that’’ and ‘‘your 
dignity’ filtered through me with great 
puzzlement. Charley was neither an 
evangelist nor a moralist by nature or grace. 
His scolding style was basically bad. 


It struck me how funny that this man 
would publicly scold others whom he did not 
know. Later as we were riding home, I finally 
asked him, ‘‘Charley, why did you scold 
her?’’ 


His answer came, staccato-like, out of 
some deep conviction which he held, 

“‘unless some people are scolded, they don’t 
know what care means.’ 


I WISH THAT his statement were not true 
but perhaps it is. I do not know why Paul 
scolded the Corinthians so roughly one 
minute and then so tenderly told them of his 
love for them the next. At least, so the 
Pauline writers present it. 

He may have needed to scold them for his 


own sake—he was relatively new to the task 
of explaining the moral terms of the Gospel. 


He sounds often very self-righteous and . 


arrogant. Yet the tenderness of his concern 
for these people is also evident. 


He seems, when he writes to Corinth, to 
be at a point in his own life where his zeal 
over his own conversion is transferred over 
to everyone else. This is sometimes the case 
or tone of conversion: People are so 
enthusiastic that they demand behavior like 
their own from everyone else. 


PAUL BECOMES more compassionate 
towards human failure in the years which 
follow. He mellows. He never becomes more 
tolerant of evil however. His later scolding 
will carry a more tender quality, a way of 
saying, ‘‘I understand what it means to be 
weak, to fail.”’ 


Most of us can take scolding if we know 
that we are leved. We can take enormous 
correction of our behavior if we know that we 
are asked to improve for our own betterment 
and not simply to minimize our being a 
pain-in-the-neck to the person who scolds 
us. 


Paul comes off in the books of Corinthians 
looking like one of the harsh schoolmasters 
with whom James Joyce had his: literary 
wars. Yet we do need to ask why he is as he 
is. Paul came from a background where law 
was the prime consideration of goodness and 
where inner oneness with Yahweh was seen 
in the observance of the moral code down to 
the finest letter. The law assured a person 
that Yahweh was with him. 


IT IS NOT surprising that Paul’s 
conversion to Christ left him with this 
deep-rooted attitude that punishment would 
accompany loose living and disregard of law. 
It is lucky for us that Paul did stress this 
respect for moral law and the limits of 
human behavior, for such stress is essential 
also to Christian faith. Without it we might 
find ourselves the recipients of a faith which 
meant little more than good will and 
sanguine sincerity. 

We may not be able to take too much of 
Paul’s scolding style but somehow in God’s 
plan.it does come out as great concern for us. 
It may be true, as my Uncle Charley thought, 
that there is a part in each of us that knows it 
is loved only when it is scolded.

A Most. Unlikely Place 


Corinth was the site 
of one of Paul's most 
successful ventures

The most unlikely place in the Graeco- 
Roman world for Christianity to take root 
and thrive was Corinth, a cosmopolitan, 
commercial, port city at the crossroads of the 
Empire. The city’s reputation for immorality 
and licentiousness was so great that the 
expression to ‘‘live as a Corinthian’’ was 
used to describe a dissolute life and the 
common description of a prostitute was ‘‘a 
Corinthian girl. 


Yet Corinth became the site of one of

foundations (Acts 18:1-17). Fresh from 
failure and ridicule in Athens (Acts 
14;23-34), Paul found ready listeners among 
Corinthians who responded enthusiastically 
to the Gospel of love and hope which was in 
stark contrast to the debauchery and human 
indignity of their surroundings. As a 
Christian in the midst of a city like Corinth, 
Paul suffered much over the pastoral 


problems that plagued his converts as they 


tried to cope with the temptations and 
pressures of a pagan world. 


FIRST CORINTHIANS was in fact Paul’s 
second letter to the church at Corinth, but 
the first letter (I Corinthians 5:9) has been 
lost. 


Like First Corinthians, the earlier letter 
was probably written from Ephesus in Asia 
(modern Turkey) where he spent about three 
years. In that letter, Paul tells us, he warned 
the Corinthians about associating with 
backsliders, members of the community who 
had returned to pagan ways. 


The earlier letter raised a number of 
questions among the new Christians who put 
them into a letter of their own which was 
carried personally to Paul in Ephesus by 
elders of the Corinthian church (I Corinthi- 
ans 16:15-18). 


THE READER OF First Corinthians 
cannot help but be struck by the 
timelessness of the pastoral problems Paul 
deals with, problems that beset every 
Christian and every Christian community in 
every age: moral indifferentism; attempts to 
justify pagan moral standards; apathy 
toward immorality in their midst; factional- 
ism; the presence within the community of 
radicals and reactionaries; members resort- 
ing to pagan courts instead of Christian 
charity to resolve their disputes; abuse of 
charismatic gifts and even division among 
the community at the Eucharist. 


Paul’s letter was an attempt to bring some 
order out of chaos. “‘Has Christ been divided 
into parts?’’ (1:13) He asks as he pleads 
for an end to factionalism. He chides them 
for their spiritual immaturity (3:2) demon- 
strated by their childish jealousy and 
quarrels, and tells them ‘‘I am writing you in 
this way not to shame you but to admonish 
you as my beloved children’’ (4:14). 


Sexual immorality was a hallmark of 
Corinth, where 1,000 sacred prostitutes, 
served in the Temple of Aphrodite, the 
goddess of love. To those Christians who had 
succumbed to the rites of sacred prostitu- 
tion, Paul writes: ‘‘Do you not see that your 
bodies are members of Christ? Would you 
have me take Christ’s members and make 
them the members of a prostitute? God 
forbid. Can you not see that the man who is 
joined to a prostitute becomes one body with 
her?’’ (6:15-16). 


PAUL’S THEOLOGY of the Church as the 


Body of Christ surfaces often: in his 
description of the Eucharist, ‘‘Is not the cup 
of blessing we bless a sharing in the blood of 
Christ? And is not the bread we break a 
sharing in the body of Christ? Because the 
loaf of bread is one, we many though we are, 
are one body, for we all partake of the one 
loaf’’ (10:16-17). 

Again in his discourse on the use of 
spiritual gifts he reminds the Corinthians 
that ‘‘The body is one and has many 
members, but all the members, many 
though they are, are one body; and so it is 
with Christ’’ (12:12). You then, are the body 
of Christ. Every one of you is a member of 
its, 12327): 

The letter reaches a high point as Paul 
pleads with his spiritual children to seek first 
love, not the selfish and demanding love of 
the pagan but the unselfish and forgiving 
love of Christ (I Corinthians 13). 


HE CLIMAXES his pastoral message with 
the promise of eternal life contained in the 
Resurrection of Jesus with a reminder that 
‘The trumpet will sound and the dead will 
be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed. This corruptible body must be 
clothed with incorruptibility, this mortal 
body with immorality. When ‘the corruptible 
frame takes on incorruptibility and mortal 
immortality, then will the saying of Scripture 
be fulfilled: ‘Death is swallowed up in 


victory.’ ‘O death, where is your victory? O @» 


death where is your sting.’ ’’ (15:52-54). 


First Corinthians must have accomplished 
what Paul set out to do because Second 
Corinthians hardly mentions the serious 
problems taken up in the first letter. 


There were, however, new problems. The 
most serious of which appears to have been 
the presence at Corinth of what Paul calls 
“‘super apostles’’ (11:5) who were under- 
mining his authority. 


PAUL APPARENTLY made a short visit to 
Corinth to confront his detractors but left 
without completely resolving the situation.

He returned to Ephesus but promised to - 
come back to Corinth for a longer stay and > 


deal once and for all with the problem. 


The situation, however, evidently became 
much worse and Paul wrote another letter 
“in great sorrow and anguish, with copious 
tears—not to make you sad.but to help you 
realize the. great love I bear you’’ (2:4). Like 
the earlier letter the text of this letter has 
been lost. 


Paul also dispatched Titus to Corinth to 
act as his representative but before Titus 
could report back, Paul was forced to flee 
Ephesus after the riot of the silversmiths 
(Acts 19:23-40). When he finally met Titus in 
Macedonia, Paul received the news that the 
Corinthians had responded to his «tearful 
letter in sorrow and submission. 


PAUL IMMEDIATELY wrote another-™ 


letter (Second Corinthians) in which he 
expressed his joy at their reconciliation, 
writing ‘‘If I saddened you by my letter I 
have no regrets. Or if I did feel some regret 
(because I understand that the letter caused 


_ you grief for a time), I am happy once again; 


not because you were saddened, but because 
your sadness led to repentance’’ (7:8-9). 


In First and Second Corinthians Paul 
shows the gentle but firm hand of a loving 
pastor confronting the problems of a flock 
trying to live in Gospel or unselfish love in a 
hostile and pagan world.

Judith is the heroine 
who saves the people 
in an ‘Exodus’ way

The story of Judith (her name means 
“‘Jewess’’) was a popular one at Passover 
time since it is basically a liberation story. 
Just as Egypt threatened to enslave and 
destroy the Jewish People, so now the 


‘ world’s mightiest empire is again about to 


snuff them out in the person of General 
Holofernes. But just as God raised up Moses 
the valiant man to save the people at the 
Exodus, so now God raises up Judith the 
valiant woman to save the people at an 
Exodus experience revisited. 

Scholars claim that since we cannot locate 
the underlying historical details and 
backdrop for this narrative, it is best to 


concentrate on its religious importance as an © 


inspirational reinforcement of the continual 
providing presence of the Lord in the affairs 
of his believing and worshiping people. 


It is a story that once again dramatizes the 
work of the saving God of the Exodus and 
lends special meaning to the celebration of 
Passover as well as for the work of Christ 
whose ultimate work of salvation we 
celebraté in Easter and Eucharist. 


THE SYMBOLIC significance of Judith as 
a woman deeply involved in the work of 
salvation is seen in the Christian preference 
for applying to the Virgin Mary, the words of 
praise used for Judith. 


“You are the glory of Jerusalem, the 
surpassing joy of Israel; 


You are the splendid boast of our people.”’ 
(Judith 15, 9) 


While granting that all comparisons limp, 
there are links between Judith and Mary. 
Judith vows perpetual virginity after the 
death of ‘her first husband. Mary is ever a 
virgin. 

LIKE A Joan of Arc, Judith leads the 
Jewish army to a splendid victory over a 
presumed unconquerable enemy. Mary is a 
spiritual Joan of Arc, not resorting to 
violence, but the peaceful spiritual weapons 
of grace to fight against the principalities 
and powers of evil. 


Judith takes a sword and beheads the very 
personification of evil, the General Holo- 
fernes intent on destroying her people. Mary 
is pictured as a valiant warrior overcoming 


) 


Satan, the center of evil. 


Chapter 12 of the Book of Revelation 
describes Mary giving birth to her son, while 
a dragon of evil waits to consume Him. 
Michael (one who is like God) makes war 
against this dragon and. drives him away. It 
is her Son whois the ultimate weapon 
against this evil and in his triumph over evil 
assures all people the confidence that sin 
shall not prevail: 


“‘Worthy is the lamb that was slain to 
receive power and riches, wisdom and 
strength, honor, glory and praise! 


Fallen, fallen is Babylon the great, which 


made all the nations drink the poisoned wine 
of her lewdness! 


Alleluia! The Lord is king, our God the 
almighty! Revelations 5, 12; 14, 8; 19, 6. 


THROUGH THE daughter of Israel, 
Judith, salvation came to the people. 
through the new daughter of the new Israel, 
Mary, salvation comes by her son Jesus. 
Judith conquered Babylon, the secular 
kingdom of evil. Jesus is victorious over 
Babylon, the spiritual kingdom of evil. 


This biblical method of teaching salvation 
in poetic comparisons may fall strangely on 
our ears, yet it is not really all that strange. 
People are forever noting coincidences in 
history and using past events to interpret 
new ones. This is especially so in the world 
of politics and history. 


WHEN MC GOVERN was running, he 


was called by the columnists the ‘“‘Goldwater ° 


to the left,’’ implying by the comparison that 
McGovern will stumble on extreme leftist 
statements just as Goldwater did with 
extreme rightist ones. 


Think of all the preachers and commenta- 
tors who love to use the Fall of the Roman 
empire as a morality tale to interpret the 
present corruption. Every comparison has its 
weakness and strength. Its strong point is 
that it uses an old event to throw light on a 
new one. Its weakness is that it ignores the 
details that do not fit in the parallel. 


The Judith story is a parable of salvation. 
Its weakness is that it is salvation by the 
sword. Its strength is that it does point up 
the ultimate weapon of salvation is spiritual 
power coming from God. It is upon that 
strength that we place our hope.

The Eucharist and 


the hunger for truth

What is truth? 


The cynical and despairing question of 
Pontius Pilate has articulated in three short 
words the spiritual starvation of much of the 
human family. 


WHAT IS TRUTH? 
A philosopher might say that truth is the 
conformity of ideas to reality. 


In his book, ‘‘Theology and Sanity,’’ lay 
theologian Frank Sheed says that insanity 
consists in refusing to recognize reality. God 
is the ultimate reality, Sheed insists, and so 
to refuse to recognize the existence and 
activity of God is the ultimate insanity. 


INDEED, ALL material reality—by its 
very limitation—provides a continuing 
reminder of its dependence on something, or 
Someone, greater than itself; and all 
material reality—by its complex organiza- 
tion about which human minds continually 
discover more—provides a continuing re- 
minder of its design by an intelligence which 
is truly superhuman, an intelligence which is 
truly supernatural. 


But the arguments of the philosopher 
speak to the head and not to the heart. The 
late Cardinal John Henry Newman would 
have said that such arguments give 
‘notional’ knowledge, not ‘‘real’’ knowl- 
edge—a knowledge to which the mind gives 
assent but with which the entire person does 
not become involved. 

The answer of Jesus Christ to the question 
of the ages is: “I am the way, the truth and 
the life.”’ 

JESUS CHRIST is the personification of 
truth. In what He is, we see our cause and 
our destiny; in how He lives, we see our 
model and our source of strength. - 


There is a hunger for truth, real 


* 


truth—the ‘‘gut’”’ truth about why the 
human family is here and where it is headed. 
When answers cannot be found, there are 
those who try to kill the pangs of hunger for 
truth with drink or with drugs, with 
unbridled sex or with unlimited sensations. 
Even when answers can be found but are 
found to be too demanding or inconvenient, 
there are those who try to escape truth itself. 


In ‘“‘The Hound of Heaven,’”’ the poet 
Francis Thompson said, ‘‘I fled him down 
the labyrinthine ways of my own mind.”’ 


FOR THOSE who are searching for the 
truth, the words of Jesus are a consolation, 
“T am the way, the truth and the life.’’ 


For those who are fleeir.g from the truth, 
the words of Jesus are a discomforting 
restriction, “‘I am the way, the truth and the 
life.’’ 


Jesus is the truth—in what He is, in what 
He says and in what He does. 


AND JESUS, who gave Himself to the 


human family as the Bread of Life, is also the 
Bread of Light—the source of truth for all 
who believe in Him and receive Him. 


It is true that, in receiving the Eucharist, 


we are receiving the Body and Blood of” vit 


Jesus Christ, the God-man. 


It is true that, in receiving the Eucharist, 
we are receiving a created share in the very 
inner life of God Himself—a life which 
sensitizes our perceptions so that we see the 
truth more clearly; a life which influences 
our attitudes so that we live the truth more 
completely; a life which permeates our very 
being so that we love the truth unreservedly. 


In receiving the Eucharist, we become 
truly identified. with Him Whom we receive, 
Jesus Christ, Who has said, ‘‘I am the way,

Early in 1869, a delegation from the 
Society of Friends called upon Ulysses S. 
Grant at the White House with a petition for 


‘*a more liberal and attentive consideration ~ 


of the welfare of the Indians than had 
recently been given to the subject’’ by the 
President’s immediate predecessors. 


The well-intentioned Chief Executive 
promised to have the matter thoroughly 
investigated and, on Dec. 5, 1870, Grant 
informed Congress of plans to unite the 
Christian influence of the missionaries to 
that of the government by turning over the 
management of the Indian reservations to 
those religious denominations already 
established among the Indians. 


ACCORDING TO the Catholic Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, had the program 
been properly administered, it would have 
brought real and lasting peace and 
prosperity to the Indians and would have 
given ‘‘to their missions more power than 
any Christian Church has had in modern 
times in its efforts to evangelize heathen 
nations.”’ 

But while Grant’s Indian policy had much 
to recommend it, the President’s political 
naivete soon embroiled the project in all 
sorts of petty entanglements.

WITH THE assignment of the other 
agencies to the spiritual and temporal 
control of the various Protestant denomina- 
tions—most of them Methodist—80,000 
Catholic Indians suddenly found themselves 
isolated from the Church to which they had 
already professed spiritual allegiance. 


One positive outgrowth of the govern- 
ment’s poor management of a ‘‘wise and 
humane’’ policy was the formation in 1873 of 
the Bureau of Catholic Indian Missions in 
Washington. 


That. agency was charged with the 
three-fold task of administering the agencies 
already under Catholic direction, reclaiming 
as many others as possible and protecting 
the spiritual interests of those Catholic 
Indians living outside the Church’s sphere of 
influence. 


ARCHBISHOP James Rooseveit Bayley of 
Baltimore appointed Gen. Charles Ewing to 
act as commissioner on the part of the 
Catholic hierarchy, charging him to protect 
and further the temporal and_ spiritual 
welfare of the Catholic Indian missions 
scattered throughout the nation.

illustrated by- the plight of Father John 
Baptist Camillus Imoda (1829-1886), a 
‘cheerful, energetic Italian Jesuit who had 
been laboring in Montana’s Indian mission 
field for a decade and a half. 


Early in 1873, Indian Agent Fletcher 
Ensign informed Imoda that Catholic 
services would no longer be permitted on the 
Helena reservation. Thereafter, the Jesuit 
missionary was compelled to dispense the 
sacraments furtively in a small cabin 
belonging to a half-breed and located several 
miles from the agency’s headquarters. 


ENSIGN’S ACTION was roundly criticized 
by the Weekly Rocky Mountain Gazette 
whose editor charged that ‘‘none but a 
bad-hearted man could be guilty of 
debarring’’ Father Imoda from working 
among the people whom he had won over 
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‘tin 16 years of toil and devotion.”’ 


The editor recalled that long before others 
took any interest in the matter, ‘‘the 
Reverend Father and his compeers worked 
bravely and faithfully to Christianize these 
most unthankful heathens.”’ 


He further reminded his readers that 
Father Imoda had gone among the Indians 
“‘when no other dared to do so,”’ in order to 
nurse and care for them during the recent 
smallpox epidemic. 


Though it achieved precious little positive 
results, the editorial defending Father Imoda 
by forcefully illustrating the inequities of the 
Grant Indian Policy emphasized a phase in 
American history in which military force and 
political corruption took precedence over the 
claims of justice and the welfare of the 
Indians.

THOMAS MERTON by Cornelia and Irving 
Sussman. N.Y. MacMillan. 176 pages, 
$6.95 


When young Tom Merton entered the 
Cistercian (Trappist) Monastery at Geth- 
semane, Ky., it appeared that he had turned 
his back on the world. Fortunately for us, his 
abbot put him under obedience to write. 


First he translated religious best sellers 
from France, and spiritual classics from the 
Germans and the Italians. Eventually he 
wrote Seven Storey Mountain which became 
a runaway best seller in about 20 languages. 


The Sussmans have written a very 
popular, interpretative, even dramatic, 
biography of the priest who became the hero 
of yesterday’s intellectuals. They demon- 
strate that he still has a message. This book 
can be highly recommended, especially for 
parish libraries. :
